Forrer (p,605), copying the Murdoch sale catalogue entry, states that originally there were six trials in the set, but the original 
document signed by Pistrucci that was sold with the trials in the 19th century stated that one (presumably numbered 6 on the back) 
had been sold ‘evidently many years ago.’ Forrer goes on to translate a portion of Pistrucci’s notes on the pieces: 

‘To do this work (i.e, the Half Crowns) which was my second in steel I had from time to time incuse proofs made of the puncheon in 
order to verify the perfection of the flan before going on with the work. This I did with the permission of the Master of the Mint, 
because I did not want Mr Wyon to deceive me, as he had done previously in making me work on a false (uneven?) surface and I 
explained that I could not get along with the work which was quite lost, and that I was obliged to begin again three times, because I 
had been given a bad puncheon to work upon. At the end the mint master remonstrated with Mr Wyon, who was obliged to give me a 
good puncheon, which is the one with which I produced afterwards the Half Crowns of George III, showing the neck only,’ 

The background to the issue of a second type of halfcrown in the last coinage of George III, riven as it was by the internal Mint politics 
of the time, is amplified by Christopher Challis (A New History of the Royal Mint, 1992, pp.472-89) and Kevin Clancy (’The Reducing 
Machine and the last coinage of George IH’, BNJ 2000, pp, 118-23), With Benedetto Pistrucci’s new portrait of the king for the 
halfcrown, copied by hand and transferred into steel coinage tools from a jasper model by the young Thomas Wyon (t22 September 
1817), meeting hostility within the Mint from the likes of William Wellesley Pole, the Master, and other contemporaries, Pole ordered 
that the new ‘bull head’ halfcrowns, which first saw the light of day in March 1817, were to be sent to the most distant parts of the 
country so they were not seen to be circulating in the metropolis. Meanwhile, the Mint had employed Soho’s reducing machine to 
produce a new portrait and master tools for the obverse of what became the second type of halfcrown were available in February, 
Although it is undocumented as to exactly when the original halfcrown obverse gave way to the new type from the perspective of 
issued coin, it is known that royal approval of the new design was received on 26 April 1817

Alfred’s Two-Line issue is traditionally dated c. 880, around the time that the Viking Guthrum came to power in the Danelaw, He 
took the name ^Tlthelstan on the occasion of his baptism in 878. He soon began to copy the coinage of his neighbour in Wessex, both 
in Alfred’s name and in his own. In an article in BNJ 75 (2005), Mark Blackburn recorded around 40 pennies in ^thelstan’s name, 
30 of which came from the Cuerdale Hoard (1840) and all but two of which are in museums. He lists no halfpence and nothing with 
the present specimen’s original and unusual obverse design, A metal analysis of the coin performed in 2012 reveals a silver content 
of almost exactly 90%, with 6.7% copper, 1,0% zinc, 0,8% gold and traces of tin, bismuth, sulphur and nickel. The report concludes 
that “on the basis of the data currently available, the balance of probabilities is that this coin can be dated to approximately the time 
of Alfred and hence attributed to the Viking ^Tlthelstan”

The method of manufacture for these farthings, and indeed other contemporary copper coins in Scotland and on the continent of 
Europe, was by die roller press, A copper fillet was fed between two rollers, one bearing 9 impressions of the obverse die and the other 
9 impressions of the reverse die.

The reverse reading of the present coin is problematic; it may be a contemporary copy but the style of the portrait and lettering 
suggests an official source. On comparison with images of other class VII coins, mostly from the Lockett collection, it bears a strong 
stylistic similarity to coins of the Perth mint, signed lohan, Ion or Ion Cokin, Within the body of coins of Alexander’s first coinage 
there already lies a similar enigmatic issue, the coins of classes III and VI signed wilanerter.

1 The buyer
